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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 5/1 1/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

With regard to the applicant's argument that "there is no teaching or suggestion 
in Katayama to rotate one imaging system along a vertical axis with respect to the fixed 
vertical axis of the other imaging system" (page 8, lines 14-16). The examiner 
respectfully disagrees and as is admitted by the applicant, Katayama teaches focusing 
on an arbitrary point by a vertical deviation INDEPENDENTLY for each of the imaging 
systems (page 8, lines 11-13). Since Katayama focuses on an arbitrary point by a 
vertical deviation (rotating vertically) INDEPENDENTLY for each of the imaging system, 
therefore, at at least one occasion, Katayama only rotates vertically one imaging system 
or rotates independently from the other system and therefore, Katayama meets the 
limitation as amended and claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102
